BY PRESIDENT’S TALK 


Calder, Edge and Cum- 
mins Say That Reserva- 
tions Must Be Made.

Washington, July 22.—President 
Wilson in his talks with republican 
senators today, assumed entire re- 
sponsibility for the provision in the 
peace treaty that gives the former 
German rights and territory in the 
Shantung province of China to 
Japan. Hee 

The president told his callers that 
the Shantung problem was referred 
to him by the peace conference, and 
that he had recommended that Shan- 
tung be given to Japan in accord- 
ance with the secret aggreements 
made by Japan with Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Russia before Ja- 
pan’s entry into the war. 

If Japan had not gone in and 
closed the German naval. base at 
Kiao Chau, it would have been im- 
possible to hae sent troops to the 
fighting lines from New Zealand and 
Australia, unless Great Britain or 
France had sent expeditions to 
Shantung themselves, the president 
said. 

The president gave Senators Cal- 
der, New York: Edge, New Jersey, 
and Cummins, Iowa, who- were his 
visitors at the white house today, 
to understanad that he secured an 
understanding with Japan that she 
would renounce all territorial rights 
and retain only economic and citi- 
zenship rights for the Japanese liv- 
ing in Shantung. 


Senators Net Changed.. : 

As in the case of his talks with 
other republican senators, the presi- 
dent today sought the views of his 
callers with respect to explanatory 
reservations to the treaty. Senators 
Calder, Edge and Cummins said aft- 
er they left the white house that 
they had not changed their views in 
any way, and that they were as

While. the president was renew- 
ing his talks with republican sena- 
tors at the white house and the 
senate was beginning another day 
of speech making on the treaty, the 
committee adopted a resolution de- 
claring that “no power exists” to 
execute provisions of the treaty in 
advance of its ratification. This waa 
interpreted not only as refusing as- 
sent to the appointment but as de- 
claring the president would exceed 
hig authority. should he act inde 
pendently. *

MOSES CALLS LEAGUE 
MENACE TO AMERICA 


New Hampshire Repub- 
lican Says It Would Keep 
for Years to Come in the 
Conflicts of Europe. 


Washington, July 22.—The de- 
bate on the league of nations and 
the treaty of peace was resumed in 
the senate today. 

Inaspeech supporting the league, 
Senator McNary, republican, Ore- 
Son, said he would oppose amend- 
ments which would send the cove- 
nant back for re-negotiations, 
though he could see no objection to 
explanatory reservations designed 
to clarify its provisions. He as- 
serted that article 10 must be re- 
tained as “the pillar of the league.” 

The league also was supported by 
Senators Johnson, South Dakota, 
and Beckham, Kentucky, both dem- 
ocrats, the former declaring his 
only objection was that the cove- 
nant did no go far enough in 
forcing maintenance of peace, and 
the latter urging that it at least 
must be given a trial, and could be 
perfected later. 

Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, strongly opposed both 
the league covenant and the peace 
treaty. 

Senator Moses decl ared both 
of the treaty would entirely refute 
the claims that the league of na- 
tions is indispensable to carry out 
the pacification of Europe, most of 
the responsibility having been 
| lodged rather in the big five 
powers. 

Sees Trouble for United States. 

Senator Moses said that by 
accepting the role of a princi- 
pal power as defined in the treaty, 
the United States would embroil it- 
self for many years to come in the 
troubles of Europe. 

The senator said that while the 
league covenant was had enough, 
other provisions of the treaty were 
worse. 

“In this treaty,” said Senator 
Moses, are considerations of many 
things—0of ‘shoes and ships and seal- 
ing wax, of cabbages and kings.’ It 
roams the plains, sails the seas, 
delves into the earth, and soars in- 
to the sky; Huns, horses and hunts- 
men alike come within its purview; 
books, boundaries and bullets; guna, 
goats, guarantees and governments: 
warships, waterways, woman suf- 
frage and Wilhelm II.—in short, the 
alphabet and alliteration alike are 
agonized in an attempt to deal ade- 
quately with merely a topical index 
to this instrument which we are 
asked to ratify in haste, lest wa 
break the heart of the world. 

“These constitute a victor’s peace; 


and with them I have no quarrel. 
But we look in vain through its 267 
pages for the elusive 14 points of 
peace. Open covenants long since 
took to hiding; the freedom of the 
seas was treated with scant courtesy 
at Paris; the establishment of equal- 
ity of trade conditions among na- 
tions consenting to the peace is no- 
where to be found in this instru- 
ment; the earlier doctrine of no an- 
nexations and no indemnities long 
since became a tragic joke; and 
there remains alone, so far as pres- 
ent negotiations have been reduced 
to written form, the general asso- 
ciation of nations established by 
specific covenant. 

‘Elements of Greed Alleged. 

“Neither can we find here any 
confirmation of the prediction that 
this treaty was to be written in 
disregard of the old order of the

| balance of power, and with no ele- 


ment of national criminal greed. 
All the elements of greed, national 
suspicion and jealousy are only too 
evident in almost every article of 
the treaty. | 

“In short, the sun of commerical 
expansion in which Germany sought 
a place passes into total eclipse 
behind this treaty; and the shackles 
with which she is to be manacled in 
her obscurity have been forged with 
meticulous care by the forward- 
looking men’ with whom the presi- 
dent was privileged to co-operate 
at Paris, but whose co-operation 
was strictly limited to looking out 
for ourselves, while not omitting 
to see to it that the United States 
shöuld be made a full partner in 
every phase of the enterprise de- 
signed for the benefit of the other 
members of the big five. 

“It naturally follows that a treaty 

ch as this cannot be self-opera- 
ive: and we have been assured 
that, if we examine it, we shall find 
that everywhere throughout its 
manifold provisions its framers 
have felt obliged to turn to the 
league of nations as the indispen- 
gable instrumentality for the main- 
tenance of the new order which this 
instrument purposes to set up.

“Germany renounces its rights 
and titles over Danzig, not to the 
league of nations, but in favor of 
the principal allied and associated 
powers, who are to appoint a com- 
mission to delimit the frontier. So, 
too, with the redistribution of sov- 
ereignty over Schleswig. The limi- 
tation of armaments has been pre- 
sented to us as one of the funda- 
mental purposes of the league. Yet, 
nowhere in the instrument does this 
appear to be the facts. Through- 
out the whole line of minutely de- 
tailed stipulations which reduce 
Germany to military impotence it 
is not the soothing agency of the 
league of nations which essays the 
task, but the strong arm of the 
principal allied and associated pow- 
ers. Germany renounces in favor of 
the principal allied and associated 
powers, and not to the league of na- 
tions, all her rights and titles over 
her overseas possessions. 


Shantung Deal Attacked. 


„I shall not dwell upon the 
shameful episode of Shantung, 
pausing only to say that it is not 
to the league of nations, but to 
Japan that Germany renounces her 
rights, titles and privileges under | 
the provisions of the treaty. 

The provisions for rendering 
Germany harmless in a military 
sense occupy many pages of the 
treaty. But here again it is a con- | 
ference of military experts of the 
principal allied and associated 
powers, and not the ledgue of na- 
tions, which will fix the reductions 
to be made in the number of Ger- 
man effectives, and will approve 
the location and restrict the num- 
ber of factories and works wherein 
Germany will be permitted to 
manufaeture arms, munitions and 
war materials. The diminution of | 
German forces upon the sea is like- | 
wise deemed by the treaty of too 
much importance to be turned over | 
to the league of nations. | 

“The task of reparation will rest 
in the hands of an interallied com- 
mission.

AS WORLD’S HOPE

publican, Oregon, urged that it be 
accepted without any such amend- 
ments or reservations as would: al- 
ter the splendid purposes of the cov- 
enant or weaken it so far as it af- 
fects our duties.” 

The senate, said the speaker, 
could, without debate, adopt cer- 
tain reservations in the form of in- 
terpretations,” but should not en- 
danger the covenant by making res- 
ervations that would vitally affect 
important features.

A correspondent asks: “If public ownership is incorrect, why not turn 
over to private ownership and manipulation city streets, country roads, public 
schools, and everything else worth while?” 


There is no practicable way of measuring an individual’s use of a city 
street charging one man a penny to walk across it and another a quarter of 
a dollar to drive a mile on it. Experience showed it was better to put all 
roads under one control and throw them open to all users indiscriminately 
without charge. But city streets and Se roads are passive. They fur- 
nish no active service. 


I entirely subscribe to the theory of state control and regulation of these 
utilities. 


The electric railways are acting as agénts for the public in furnishing 
transportation to the public, and for that service they should receive an ade- 
quate and just return upon the money invested in such service, on terms capa- 
ble of prompt adjustment to meet changing conditions of operation and of 


finance. , 


The electric railway industry is faced at this moment with three alterna- 
tives, and the issue will come immediately;

Successful establishment of Ashburn 
as a center of the marketing of 
bright tobacco was assured today 
when the opening day of Ashburn's 
tobacco market was signalized by 
the sale of eighty-five thousand, 
eight hundred and five pounds of 
leaf at an average price of twenty 
cents, grown in Turner and sur- 
rounding counties, with a resulting 
distribution of sixteen thousand. 
three hundred and eighty-four dol- 
lars in cash to the growers. 

Twenty of the largest. tobacco 
companies of the country were rep- 
resented on the market and the 


and quantity of the tobacco offered 
at the initial sale as were the grow- 
ers with the attractive prices that 
prevailed. The opening of the to- 
bacco market at Ashburn means the 
permanent establishment of an en- 
tirely new agricultural industry in 
this section. 

No tobacco was grown in Turner 
county prior to last year when sixty 
acres were planted, although there 
Was no market in Ashburn. The re- 
sults were so good that this year 
three thousand acres in territory 
contiguous to ashburn were planted 
in tobacco and it ig expected that 
two and a half million pounds will 
be sold on the local markets. 

These results have been brought 
about through the activities of the 
Ashburn Chamber of Commerce and

appropriation of $30,000 annually, 
under the Hatch-Adams acts, to the 
Georgia Experiment station. 

This has no doubt arisen from the 
fact that from July 1, 1917, until 
the fall of 1918 the federal govern- 
ment withheld the appropriation on 
the ground that it had been brought 
to its attention that a technical vio- 
lation of law had been committea 
in paying the funds to the Griffin 
station. This, too, in view of the 
fact that from its incipiency the 
fund had been paid annually to this 
institution, 

Congress ultimately set the mat- 
ter right through a resolution in- 
troduced by Congressman J. Walter 
Wise, of the sixth Georgia district, 
and supported by every member of 
congress from Georgia. The Wise 
resolution as passed by both houses 
of congress, follows: 


“Provided, that. hereafter the 
secretary of agriculture be and 
he is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to certify to the secre- 
tary of the treasury for pay- 
ment, amd the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized and di- 
rected to pay the appropriation 
for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1918, and all future appro- 
priations to the Georgia Experi- 


There seems to be a great deal ot 


for payment of $30,000 due the Geor- 
gia Experiment station from July 
1. 1917, to July 1, 1918, and $15,000 
additional for the first half of the 
year 1918-1919, making a total of 
$45,000, This Was received at the 
station November 11, 1918. 

I merely give this statement of 
the federal fund situation as a mat 
ter of information only. 


It is obvious that the federal law 
must again be changed before the 
fund can be diverted to other than 


the Georgia Experiment station, un- 
less the Georgia station shoulda be 
merged with or placed under the 
control of the State College of Ag- 
riculture, which has been proposed. 
In that event the fund would con- 
tinue to be remitted to the Georgia 
Experiment station until the Wise 
act was amended, but its employ- 
ment would be under the controlling 
board. 

The proposition to place the Geor- 
gia station at Griffin under the 
contro] of the agricultural college 
will be stubbornly fought; and yet 
it is a well-known fact that these 
institutions work at right angles; 
and that Georgia farmers suffer at 
the expense of a factional fight be- 
tween them. Both Institutions carry 
on practically the same work, 
whether functioned to do so or not, 
and the lost motion is expensive, 
irritating and obstructive.

The race riots in Washington 
prove again that the race problem 
in this country is not sectional 
but national. ;

Severance of Posen from Poland 
changed that feeling though open 
friction was not generated until 
‘Prussia began her repressive meas- 
ures.

Ihe Art of Keeping Well

collisions, and the engine will last 
a long time. But the human body 
is simply a complex machine, whose 
engines must have their furnace 
fire banked about 10 o'clock every 
night, and évery part—wheel, lever 
and escapement—kept clean and 
unfevered. Then the engine of the 
intellect will do good work for 
about seventy years. But he who 
tampers with food, and runs the 
engine by jerks, will soon find that 
his physical locomotive is in a 
ditch named the grave. The man 
who drives his brain at high-pres- 
sure action without injuring it 
must be an expert, and take care 
of his body with a thousand-fold 
more care than the man who loves 
his race horse takes care of his 
liery steed. . 

It is a singular fact that most 
men understand everything else 
except themselves. Even the sim- 
plest physical warnings that mean 
overwork are misunderstood or 
quite overlooked, Hunger is an au- 
tomatie danger signal, and so is 
thirst. Thirst is the ringing of a 
hell, carrying the warning that the 
muscles are becoming feverish, 
that the veins must be cooled, and 
that the engine may explode or 
break down unless water is emp- 
tied into the boiler. Tire is a warn- 
ing. Not until recently have phy- 
sicians understood why a boy play- 
ing ball finds that his arm is ach- 
ing. What makes the muscle ache? 
It did not ache the first twenty 
times he hurled the ball, and then 
suddenly it began to ache. ow, 
pain is a danger signal, telling the 
worker that there is trouble ahead, 
just as the flagman at the railway 
crossing gives a signal of ap- 
proaching peril. Every time the 


boy throws his right arm out he 
breaks down a little muscular tis- 
sue, and releases a few gases. But 
when the boy moves his arm back 
and forth a hundred times, the ache 
becomes unendurable. Why? Be- 
cause he has broken down the tis- 
Sue so rapidly, and has released so 
many atoms of gas, that severe 
pressure is induced, and the force 
of the continued gases pressing 
against the nerve produces a vio- 
lent ache. Now this tissue, broken 
down, is poisonous. It must be 
gotten rid of, either by being push- 
ed through the pores of the skin. 
or floated out on the veins, or 
breathed out through the lungs, or 


kidneys. 
That ache fn the muscles means 


poisoning the muscles, and that it 
would only have to be continued te 
stop the action of the heart, and 
produce death. Whoever, 
fore, destroys material so rapidly 
as to produce an ache in the brain, 
an ache in the arm or the leg, an 
ache in the spinal cord, is as truly 
suffering from automatic poison 
ing as though an enemy had come 
in and, while the victim slept, had 
pumped a little poison into the 
veins. This single experience is an 
illustration of a thousand new dis- 
coveries in regard to everworking 
and under-resting. God so built 
the human body that, under nor- 
mal conditions, it should work 
through at least eighty yeara, 
Every good man ought to be 
ashamed to die before he has reach- 
ed four-score years. The body is a 
machanism that is self-repatring. 
Give it any kind of a chance and 
it will take care of itself, heal its 
own. wounds, repair its own breaks, 
and neutralize its own poisons. One 
man with a splendid brain and in- 
tellect finds it hard to perform a 
given amount of work, and is al- 
ways afraid of sickness. Another 
man, with no better brain and no 
finer intellect. will do four times 
the amount of brain work, and pass 
through ten times the amount of

The house of representatives to- 
day will take up the fight that has 
been waged for two weeks in the 
senate over the ratification of the 
federal equal suffrage amendment 
when the resolution introduced by 
Representative Jackson, of Jones 
county, will be brought before the 
house for adoption. 

This resolution, which proposes 
to ratify the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment to the federal consti- 
tution, allowing woman's suffrage, 
was introduced . by Representative 
Jackson, who later amended and 
negatived the resolution by insert- 
ing the word “not” before the word 
Pass,“ seeking to kill the measure 
he had originally introduced. 

The Jackson resolution, as amend- 
ed was sent to the house committee 
on suffrage, where it was openly 
discussed, and after an executive 
session, in which a vote was taken 
on the question of reporting the 
measure for passage or postponing 
action upon it, Senator John W. Bale 
broke a tie of 13 to 13 and registered 
his vote against postponement. 

The resolution, therefore, comes 
before the house this morning upon 
its passage, but as it is claimed that 
it has been sponsored in both 
branches of the legislature by its 
enemies, it is considered a foregone 
conclusion that it will meet sure 
defeat. This fate is also looked for 
with reference to the senate bill. 
which is also expected to be killed 

Not a friend of the resolution to 
ratify the suffrage amendment has 
asked that it pass the Georgia leg- 
Islature, it is declared, those who 
wish its passage, preferring to allow 
it to go by this session of the gen- 
eral assembly than to have it mect 
the fate that seems in store for it. 

Salary Increase Granted. 

After long debate Tuesday morn- 
‘ing, the house decided to if 8 
the salary of the commissioner. of 
agriculture from $3,000 to $5,000 a 
year. Notwithstanding that much 
time had been consumed by the 
members in discussing the bill, the 
vote showed that the majority in 
favor of the increase was sufficient 
to have put the bill over in but a 
fraction of the time it had required. 
The vote on roll call was 120 for 
and 34 against the raise increase.

services he has rendered. 

The opposition to an increase for 
Commissioner Brown was champi- 
oned by Representative Johnson, of 
Bartow, who recently amended the 
general, appropriation bill by add- 
ing $500,000 to the common school 
appropriation. Sharp 
were made with reference to the at- 
titude Mr. Johnson took regarding 
the salary increase for Commis- 
sioner Brown, in view of the large 
increase he had secured for e 
school fund. 

Previous to the action of the 
house on the salary increase for

LOWNDES COUNTY 
DISPOSES OF $100,000 
BONDS ABOVE PAR 


Valdosta, Ga., July 22.—(Special.) 
The county commission of Lowndes 
county today sold $100,000 of the 
half million good roads bonds re- 
cently voted at a premium of four 
seventy-eight, the hundred thousand 
dollars worth bringing $100,640.11. 

A syndicate composed of the 
Merchants’ bank of Valdosta, Atian- 


tic National bank of Jacksonville 
and Securities Sales company of 
Jacksonville were the buyers. The 
Syndicate offered the same premium 
on the entire issue, but as the 
county will not be able to use the 
entire sum on road work this year 
the commissioners deferred the sale 
of the remainder until a later date. 
The handsome premium command- 
ed by the bonds is an indication of 
the faith investers have in Lowndes 
county and its future.

New Yorker, Unless Im- 
mediate Steps Are 
Taken—High Operating

Washington, July 22.—Immediate 
steps to increase the revenues of the 
Street railway systems of the coun- 
try must be taken to save many of 
them “from going by the board,” 
Job Hedges, receiver for the New 
York Railways company, today told 
the federal electric railways com- 
mission appointed by President Wil- 
son to investigate the electric rail- 
way crisis. 


The urgent need of action, empha- 
sized in the testimony of Mr. 
Hedges, who bluntly favored flat 
fare increases, was seconded by 
Homer L. Ferguson, president of the 
Unied States Chamber of Commerce; 
Samuel R. Bertron, of Bertron, 
Griscom & Co., New York bankers; 
J. K. Newman, of the New Orleans 
Railway and Light company, and 
John J. Stanley, president of the

Cleveland Railways company. 

Mr. Hedges’ statement that many 
roads stood in imminent danger of 
going under if something was not 
done came after Commissioner 
Sweet, vice chairman, had reminded 
Mr. Hedges that former President 
Taft, as a member of the war labor 


board, had said that something 
must be done to give the street 
railroad systems relief.

Commissioner Sweet, “took the posi-

Immediate Relief Necessary. 


“The period of recovery and the 
restoration of the purchasing power 
of the dollar depends upon the cour- 
age of intellectual men in discussing 
things as they are.”

“It would be merely a guess; I 
don’t think anybody knows and a 
man’s opinion is worth nothing ex- 
cept in his own estimation.

The public, he observed, is becom- 
ing more and more respectful of 
facts and opinions reflected from 
the seat of the national government. 
The cities themselves, Mr. Hedgus 
said, could meet the situation tem- 
porarily by amending franchises and 
permitting higher fare which would 
later be justified by public opinion 
and the investigation now in prog- 
ress in Washington. 

“I am satisfied that the New York 
public will pay increased fares if 
it is given an opportunity to under- 
stand conditions,” said Mr. Hedges.

Famous southern cooks, who de- 
lighted the family with this inorse} 
of goodness, declared “You-all just 
have to have some sure enough but- 
ter and some creamy buttermilk to 
wet up the dough, then you just 
naturally rolls it out and cuts it 
with the biscuit cutter,” and then 
place the shortcakes on a baking 


sheet and bake them until a creamy 


brown, 

While the cakes are still warm 
split them open and spread lightly 
with butter and fill with the crush- 

and sweetened fruit. Serve while 
warm with plenty of sweet cream. 
Now who wouldn't like this delie:- 
ous dish?

The importance of Georgia's 
sweet potato crop is strongly em- 
phasized in a pamphlet which has 
just been issued by the state bureau 
of markets for the purpose of giv- 
ing specific directions for the con- 
struction of efficient storing houses 


for potatoes. 

To the 100,000,000 value of the 
entire sweet potato erop of the 
United States in 1918 the southern 
states contributed 90 per cent, 80 
the bulletin states. The rapid 


is indicated by a comparison of the 
1918 figures with those of 1909, 
which showed the entire crop of the 
United States worth $35,000,000. 

The material has been compiled 
by J. R. Lowe, sweet potato spe- 
Cialist, who says that the old meth- 
od of storing potatoes in banks is 
admittedly a failure. To quote 
from his introduction to the di- 
rections for building a potato 
house: , 

“It is the general experience that 
50 per cent of the potatoes are lost 
from decay or other causes: The 
sound potatoes which are marketed 
after storing in banks are not of 
the most desirable quality. After 
the bank is sealed you cannot enter 
it except under the most favorable 
— ens. And last if you at- 
tempt to carry your potatoes in 
the banks over into the spring sea- 
son the potatoes will sprout and 
therefore become a total loss. On 
the other hand, by the use of im- 
proved methods in curing, which 
necessitates the construction of a 
curing house, you eliminate prac- 
tically all loss from decay: your 
potatoes are of an improved quality 
and you are enabled to market 
them at any period of the year that 
you desire from November to 
June.” ä 
5 A few words of advice follow: 
Never harvest your potatoes until 
they are ripe. This you can tell 
by breaking or cutting a potato, 


to the air for a few minutes. 
surface dries they are ripe, but if 
the surface remains moist they are 
not ready to be dug.”

to stress is the seed — It 4 
been the custom with many of us 
kor generations to plant 
small potatoes and those generally 
unsuitable for market.

Steel Output Good. a 

According to dispatches from Chicago received in Wall street to- 
day, the steel mills are now running at 70 per cent of capacity. Youngs- 
town despatches were even more encouraging. At that center the 
output is 90 per cent of capacity, the largest since the armistice was 
signed last November. 

The statement of earnings of the Central Leather company for the 
second quarter of 1919 was made public today. For some time past 
it has been rumored in the street that when the reports of the leather 
concern were made public they would show substantial increases in 
earnings because of the high prices which these companies are re- 
ceiving for their product, which in many instances is higher than the 
prices which prevailed during the war. The report of the Central 
Leather shows total earnings after all taxes and charges of $5,798,000 
as compared with $3,672,000 in the same quarter of the previous year. 
Strplus for the quarter amounted to $4,239,000, which is equal to 
$9.21 per share on the common stock after payment of preferred 
dividends. In the corresponding quarter of 1918 the company earned 
only $3.85 per share for its common stock. The earnings for the first 
quarter of 1919 were equal to only slightly more than $3.80 per share. 
Therefore, the report for the ‘second quarter of 1919 shows substan- 
tial improvement over that of the first quarter of the year. 

Fresh Rumors of Action. 

Wall street has been disturbed by fresh rumors of impending 
action by the financial authorities or the banks to force a more mod- 
erate use of brokerage loans. Diligent search by some stock exchange 
houses has failed, however, to reveal anything tangible. The federal 
reserve board has already announced that it could do nothing, and 
as for the banks, all they have to do is to refuse to lend further. 
Western banks are again said to be making loans in Wall street on 
call, but time money is extremely scarce and premiums are bid for it. 

Foreign exchange rates have become as erratic as Crucible Steel 
or General Motors. In sterling the range is often from 5 to 10 cents 
a day. It is not so much the fact that rates are low that causes dis- 
turbance to business. The fact that they fluctuate so wildly makes 
it impossible for importers and exporters to know where they stand, 
and merchants are not willing to do business when the movements of 
a week may wipe out the total prospective profit. It is just as bad for 
Northern Pacific the British merchant, if he has contracted to pay his bills in dollars 
Ohip Cities Gas. instead of sterling. He can not know what the dollars will cost him.

“Tt is needless to say,” the board’s 
report said, “that every compelling 
reason should be shown to warrant 
such a remarkable increase in values 
as are here claimed. It is reported 
that there was paid about $2,000 per 
acre for Hog island, within a mile 
or two of the third greatest city of 
the United States, and on the Dela- 
ware river on which is a very great 
volume of shipping. And yet that 
transaction was made the subject of 
investigation and much adverse 
criticism. Certainly a demand for 
the same price for marsh lands six 
and one-half miles from Charleston 
is cause for careful, painstaking in- 
vestigation to determine the cause 
of such pronounced increases from 
$8 an acre in 1908 and $35 in 1912 
to over $1,800 in 1918,”

Of the 1,530 acres requisitioned by 
the government, the Charleston 
Farms corporation held about 900, of 
which 232 were said to be “salt 
marsh lands, having an elevation 
of approximately normal high tide 
and being covered at spring tides 
and storm tides.” The upland prop- 
erty was described as originally de- 
riving “practically its entire value

Peninsula a Wilderness. 

“The peninsula was a wilderness 
with no passable roads through it 
and visited only by the lumbermen 
working there and an occasional 
hunter,” Colonel Donges found, and 
calls attention to the fact that prop- 
erty in the center of the city’s water 
frontage sold recently for from $380 
to $2,300 per acre. 


During the last ten years only two 
new industries have located near the 
property in question, the report 
shows. These industries paid less 
than half the price asked for the 
terminal property although they se- 
cured in both cases water and retail 
facilities entirely lacking in the 
acreage now involved. Of the wit- 
nesses produced by the claimants to 
bear out the value placed on the 
property, Colonel Donges describes 
four as “promoters of the project 
and naturally saw future possibili- 
ties rather than present values.” It 
was evident that none of the wit- 
nesses had made a careful analysis 
of conditions in order to testify in 
a helpful way. It was apparent that 
all projected their imagination into 
the future. :

They may enter a dwell- 
ing house in which liquor is sold 
and seize it, together with imple- 
ments of manufacture. 

Seizure of all craft or vehicles 
used in the transportation of liquor 
is authorized. 

Enforcement of the war-time act 
and the constitutional amendment is 
provided for in the measure and in 
practically the same manner, 

For first offense violators, the 
maximum fine is $1,000 or six 
months’ imprisonment and for sub- 
sequent offenses fines range from 
$200 to $2,000 or one month to five 
years in prison, 

Enforcement both of the war-time 
act and the amendment is reposed in 
the internal revenue bureau and the 
department of justice.

Dougherty County contains an area of 220,000 acres, most of which is under cultivation. 
Census figures show that the farm lands of Dougherty County have increased 189% in value 
from 1900 to 1910. Dougherty County is the center of the largest and most successful pecan 
development in the world.

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Dr. Wu, Paris Conference 


Won't Sign Treaty and 
Will Take Matter to the 
League of Nations. 


Washington, July 22.— Dr. Chao - 
Chu Wu, one of the Chinese dele- 
gates to the peace conference, ar- 
rived in Washington today to dis- 
cuss the Shantung settlement with 
‘Senators and officials. Reiterating 
that China planned to submit the 
Shantung question to the league of 
nations immediately upon its forma- 
tion, Dr. Wu paid a tribute to the 
American mission to the peace con- 
ference, declaring that the Chinese 
delegation deeply appreciated the 
work the mission had done on behalf 
of China. 

“China,” said Dr. Wu, “will not 
sign the peace treaty because she 
Wants to be free to take whatever 
action may be necessary in the fu- 
ture. The league of nations un- 
doubtedly will offer the best avenue 
to approach the situation. 

“The Japanese promises to restore 
political rights but retain economic 
rights,” he said. In China that 
means nothing. Look at south Man- 
churia. There the Japanese have 
only economic rights, but everybody 
knows the Japanese are in complete 
control economically, politically and 
every other way. 

“It is true that the Japanese ex- 
pressed their willingness to give up 
a large part of the 190 square miles 
in Kiaochau but they made sure they 
retained Tsingtau with its docks and 
fortifications. The rest of the ground 
in Kiaochau was of no use to them. 
The best thing on it is a bathing 
beach. 

“This is China's case in brief. Ja- 


pan has something to which she is 
not entitled to and the possession is 
bound to result in difficulties.” 


Conferring With Senators. 


T. H. Hsu and H. K. Kung, other 
Chinese delegates to the peace con- 
ference, who have been here several 
days, were presented to Acting Secre- 
tary Phillips at the state department 
today by Councillor Kwai, of the 
Chinese legation. They already have 
had conferences with several sena- 
tors on the Shantung question and 
will have other interviews before 
they leave Washington for San 
Francisco to take ship for China. 
China’s purpose, the delegates de- 
clared in a statement today, is to 
secure some modification of the Ger- 
man peace treaty that will prevent 
the retention of Shantung by Japan. 
A single reservation by the United 
States would not suffice, they said. 
Reterring to a published report 
from Paris to the effect that the Ja- 
pan government, under pressure fron 
the entente, was considering the 
propriety of reducing to a forme 
written pledge the previously pub- 
lished unofficial promises to restore 
Shantung to China, Mr. Kung de- 
clared that such a decision would by 
no means meet the case unless it 
went much further than the pre- 
ceding vague promises, To restore 
Shantung to China while Japan re- 
tained Tsintsau, the railWays and 
the mines would be to give her an 
empty husk while Japan kept the 
kernel, said he,

SHANTUNG DEAL. : 
New York, July 22.— Dr. A. Law- 


frence Lowell, president of Harvard 


university, declared in a statement 
to the executive committee of the 
League to Enforce Peace here today 
that the objections to the peace 
treaty based on the Shantung pro- 
vision “is a bugbear founded on in- 
sufficient popular knowledge of the 
facts.” 

“Germany cedes to Japan only the 
rights that she acquired from hina 
by the treaty of March 6, 1898,” he 
said..

Premier Venizelos, of Greece, nas 
raised the x ae whether the 
American delegation will sign and 
the clear intimation that a country 
which did not intend to sign 
could scarcely insist on participat- 
ing in treaty ,negotiations. This 
resulted in a message being sent to 
Washington from the American 
delegation asking whether the 
United States intends to affix its 
signature to the compact; that it. 
was generally understood before 
President Wilson left France that 
the president expected the United 
States would sign both the Bulgar- 
ian and Turkish treaties, but the 
opposition. in the senate to th 
German treaty and the possibility 
that the United States may make 
reservation concerning the league 
of nations has raised uncertainty in 
the minds of several delegations as 
to America’s proper part in the 
Bulgarian-Turkish negotiations, 

This uncertainty probably has 
been heightened by rumors in 
Paris that the United States will 
not accept the Armenian or any 
other mandate and that the mem- 
bers of the Chinese delegation say 
that no compromise has yet been 
framed which will make it possible 
for them to sign the German treaty. 
It is known, however, that the en- 
tente powers are working on a plan 
to effect an agreement with the 
Japanese concerning Shantung 
which will satisfy the Chinese and 
induce them to sign the German 
treaty. , 

The British delegation is known 
to be leading in a compromise 
movement which may result in 
Japan putting into written form an 
oral agreement said to have been 
entered into by Japan for the res- 
toration of Shantung to China at 
some fixed time. 

Since the debate in the United 
States senate on the Shantung 
situation became so acute this ques- |} 
tion has assumed great importance 
in conference circles, especially 
among peace delegations other than 
that of the United States. 


WORLD REVOLUTION 
FORESEEN BY BELA KUN 


London, July 22.—Bela Kun, de- 
posed head of the Hungarian soviet 
government, is quoted in an inter- 
view by the Reuter correspondent 
at Budapest, under date of July 18, 
as saying that he was convinced a 
world revolution was inevitable, but 
in the meantime Hungary was will- 
ing to make peace with what he 
termed the capitalistic nations. 

“There has been much talk about 
entente ultimatum to Hungary, but 
none has been received,” he said, 
“and I doubt if it ever will be. If 
it does come, however, the soviet 
government is prepared to adopt a 
courageous policy. 

“The Hungarian government will 
fever admit that the entente has a 
right to interfere in Hungary’s in- 
ternal or domestic affairs. The new 
eee has nothing to do with 

apsburgs.“ 

A socialist government was im- 
possible fn Hungary, according to 
Bela Kun and that was realized by 
the socialist leaders. 


Vienna dispatches under date of 
July 19 reported the removal of Bela 
Kun as head of the Budapest soviet 
government. He was replaced by 
a group of men, who it was said 
were convinced that the allies were 
too weak or unwilling to intervene 
forcibly in Hungarian affairs. 


PLAN PROPOSED 
TO GIVE ALABAMA 
PART OF FLORIDA 


Montgomery, Ala. July 22.—A 
plan whereby Alabama would annex 
all that part of the state of Florida 
west of the Apalachicola river, in- 
cluding Pensacola, is being worked 
out by a number of leading citizens 
of both states who are now in 
Montgomery. 

It is expected that the matter will 
be brought up before the Alabama 
legislature at its 
day. The movement is being fos- 
tered by men of eastern, central and 
southern Florida and they are pre- 
paring to put the proper machinery 
in motion to bring about the change. 
They say that the northwestern part 
of the state retains the capital at 
Tallahassee and that that section is 
so thickly populated that represen- 
tatives from other parts of Florida 
are outvoted in the legislature. 

The Alabama legislature passed an 
act in 1901 creating a commission 
of three to report on feasibility of 
the plan. Those who are behind the 
Present movement will ask that the 
Florida legislature take similar ac- 
tion at the first opportunity. The 
two commissions would co-operate 
in working out the details according

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And Also the Anglo- 
French Pact — Lloyd - 
George Admits Treaty 
Is Imperfect, But Says 
League Will Remedy. 


London, July 22.—At what was 
virtually an all-night session, the 
house of commons completed its 
consideration of both the German 
peace treaty and the Anglo-French 
convention. 

The bill carrying approval of the 
German treaty was considere. 
in committee of the Whole, 
exciting, lengthy debate, in 
which Premier 
took an active part. The bill was 
then placed before the house and 
passed its third reading, after a mo- 
tion by John Devlin to reject it as 
a protest against the premier’s at- 
titude toward Ireland had been de- 
feated by 163 to 4. 

Then at 3 a. m. the Anglo-French 
pact was taken up and the bill ap- 


proving it was unanimously adopt- 
ed after a short but sharp debate, 
in which the argument that the 
treaty was not consistent with the 
spirit of the league of nations failed 
to find any substantial echo. 

The German treaty passed 
through all its stages without 
amendment. 

League te Remedy Defects. 

In concluding his speech on the 


treaty, Premier Lloyd-George, while 
making no claim of perfection for 
it, expressed confidence that any de- 
fects would be remedied by the 
league of nations. Notwithstanding 
its imperfections, the premier de- 
clared, the treaty would stand as 
“a lighthouse in the deep and a 
warning to nations and rulers of 
nations against the peril which the 
German empire shattered itself 
against.” 

Premier Lloyd-George defended 
the Anglo-American convention with 
France, which he contended was no 
proof of France's want of confidence 
in nor any reflection upon the 
league of nations. The league was 
in the nature of an experiment, He 


ing, after the experience she had 
gone ‘through, that, while she be- 
lieves in that experiment and will 
do her utmost to promote its suc- 
cess, she thinks the league would 
have a better chance of establishing 
itself as a permanent organization 
if it has the British empire and the 
United States behind it, and its de- 
crees are feared and respected, 


Criticiams of Treaty. 


With regard to criticisms of the 
peace treaty itself, the premier 
thought that they had been largely 
self-destrictive. 

Concluding, he said that he did 
not claim the peace treaty as a 
whole was perfect, but he looked to 
the organization of the league of 
nations to remedy any defects, to 
act as a court of appeals and to re- 
adjust crudities, irregularities and 
injustices. 

J claim that this treaty will 
stand against the perils on which 
the German empire shattered it- 
self!” hs exclaimed. 

T. P. O'Connor, nationalist, express- 
ed profound disappointment over 
the premier’s speech. He asked 
whether Mr. Lloyd-George meant to 
withdraw from his contract with re- 
gard to Ireland. He declared that 
two men had created the Sinn Fein; 
one was Sir Edward Carson, the 
other was Lloyd-George. 

What was the good of the premier 
talking about German perfidy in 
breaking the treaty with regard to 
Belgium, he asked, when he him- 
self was breaking his contract? 
President Wilson, he added, must 
have told the premier that good re- 
lations between America and Eng- 
land were. impossible“ if Irishmen 
remained unreconciled.
